Testimony Before Strike Commission ] 


Against the Company—Breaker Boys : 


Kicked and Clubbed.

Scranton. Pa., Dec. 10.—Tales of evic- 


tions from houses owned by G B Mar- 
kle & Company, the narration of the 
death of a wife as a result of an en- 
forced removal from her nome, and the 
story of a mother whose husband was 
killed in the Markle mines, of how she 
and her two boys st»jggled years to 
pay the Markles the back rent and 
coal bill she owed them, were the 
principal features of yesterday's ses- 
sion of the coal strike commission. 
The testimony as presented by some of 
the witnesses whose lives are given up 
to the coal mining industry was at 
times pathetic and surprising to the 
commissioners, who listened to it with 
undivided attention. The miners yes- 
terday afternoon concluded the calling 
of witnesses against the Markle con- 
cern, and other conditions surrounding 
It cave been prominently before the 
commissioners since last Saturday. 


There has been considerable sur- 


prise expressed that the company has 
not made greater efforts to refute 
som« of the damaging testimony that 
lias been presented. 
It is expected, 


however, that the company will do so 
later 
The attorneys for the large coal 


companies have nothing to say regard- 
ing the character of the testimony be- 
ing presented, but those representing 
the miners are well pleased. One of 
the latter, speaking of yesterday's pro- 
ceedings, said :-"The independent op- 
erators in their meeting with the big 
companies in New York two weeks 
ago. when they succeeded in blocking 
the proposed settlement, said the whole 
matter should go before the commis- 
staa so that the country at large would 
know who is right and thus vindicate 
the coal companies- We are willing to 
ge ahead with the proceedings if they 
are satisfied with the "vindication' 
they are now getting " 


An 
18-year-old Hungarian 
slate 


picker, employed by the Markle com- 
pany, at the afternoon session said that 
before the strike he received 85 cents; 
now he received only 75 cents a day. 
Tne company never notified him of the 
reduction, and he still does the same 
work. He -said the breaker boss, who 
stands over the pickers, often clubbed 
him, kicked him, and swore at him for 
not picking slate faster. 


Mrs. Kate Burns, of Jeddo. was then 


called to the stand and told a story of 
how she and her two boys worked 13 
years to pay off an accumulated 
house rent and coal bill due the Mar- 
kle company, the narration of which 
deeply interested the commissioners. 
She was examined by Lawyer Darrow, 
and In answer to his questions she said 
her husband was an englneerinside the 
Markle mines. The husband was killed 
underground leaving her with four 
children, the oldest of which was a 
boy of 8 years. The company never 
offered her a penny but the employees 
gave her about $180 to defray the fu- 
neral expenses. 
After her hnsband 


had been killed she moved from her 
four-room house into one containing 
only two, one above the other, and for 
the next sii years she struggled as 
best she could to get along. She took 
in washing, scrubbed for the neighbors 
and once in awhile she was given work 
cleaning the offices of the Markle com- 
pany. During these six years she said 
ahe kept her children at school, and as 
the oldest child was 14 she sent him 
to the mines to help earn the daily 
^read. At the end of the first month 
the lad brought home his wage state- 
ment, showing that the mother owed 
$396 for back rent. The boy's wages 
for the month bad been taken off the 
bill and he came home empty-handed. 
She submited to this, and in the course 
of time her next boy was old enough 
to help earn a living and oe, too. was 
sent to the colliery. 
Like the older 


brother, the second boy received no 
pay. his earnings being deducted for 
ren» 
The mother on the witness 


stand was by this time welling up. and 
when she aSded that the money she 
earn*"1, for cleaning the Markle office 
•was never §*ven her. but kept by the 
company for rent, the commissioners 
looked at one another in surprise. She 
said it took the three of them 13 years 
to make up the debt, the mother's 
earning frotn neighbors being tfee prin- 
cipal contribution toward the mainte- 
nance of the family. Debt was. cleared 
last August. : - fh^ six vears from th* 


time her h-.sbaud was killed until the 
time when tfa? first boy went to work, 
the company never asked her for rent. 


Tbe representatives of the miners 


then called witnesses "who had former- 
ly been employed in, the mines of sev- 
eral companies to sho\v that a black- 
list exists and that some of the compa- 
nies had broken the agreement which 
ended the strike and resulted in the 
appointment of the arbitration com- 
mission. To-day the conditions at the 
collieries of the Lehigh Valley compa- 
ny and others in the Hazleton region 
were taken up.

Victim of Uraemia. 


THE END WAS NOT UNEXPECTED 


Washington. Dec. S. — Thomas B. 


Reed, former speaker of the house oi 
representatives, died at 12.10 o clock 
yesterday morning at the Arlington 
Hotel. Mr. Reed was~~63 years of 
age. 
The end was not at all unex- 


pected. Early Saturday afternoon he 
began to sink, and at 8.30 o'clock a 
•bulletin signed by Drs. Gardner and 
Goodnow was Issued announcing an 
almost total suspension of the kidney 
functions and more pronounced urae- 
mic symptoms. 


This was followed at midnight by a 


bulletin to the effect that Mr. Reed's 
condition was very grave. 
Scarcely 


had the news gone forth \vhen messen- 
gers came from the sick room and 
briefly told that the statesman was 
dead. 


Mr. Reed's family was with him, hav- 


ing been called from New York sev- 
eral days ago. when he first became 111. 


The direct cause of death was urae- 


mia. Mr. Reed,who had gone to "Wash- 
ington just prior to the opening of 
Congress, took to his bed after an at- 
tack of gastritis. This In turn gave 
way to symptoms of appendicitis, and 
as the illness progressed the alarming 
complications of kidney trouble mani- 
fested themselves. 


It was not until Friday night that Mr. 


Heed's condition was regarded as crit- 
ical. He had taken no nourishment 
since Friday morning and this, coupled 
with the fact that he had 
recently 


weakened 
himself 
by a course of 


Turkish baths, made the battle a 
doubly hard one for the physicians to 
fight. 


Tanks containing' oxygen were kept 


near the sick room and the physicians 
kept constantly prepared a saline solu- 
tion ft»r injection in the event the pa- 
tient did not rally from any of the 
sinking spells.

Quite recently a Canadian revenue 


cruiser chased a suspicious-looking 
schooner along the Cape Breton shore 
and next morning the wiioie coast was 
iound to be strewn with casks of in- 
toxicating liquors, writes the St. John's 
{.X. F.) correspondent of the Cliicagc 
News. There had 
come from the 


schooner, whicli was a St. Pierre smug- 
gler and was making for a landing 
place when chased by the cruiser, so 
to escape conviction s.ie threw the 
contraband cargo overboard. 


In this incident is embodied, as it 


were, one of the most serious phases 
of the famous "French shore question." 
The islands of St. Pierre and Miquelon 
constitute the greatest smuggling cen- 
tre in the world today. The organiza- 
tion to defeat the revenue laws of the 
United States, Canada and Newfound- 
land is perfect and far-reaching. Nom- 
inally, St. Pierre is the headquarters 
or shelter port for the 10,000 fishermen 
who come across from France each 
year to irawl for codfish on the Grand 
Banks; but really it is the great dis- 
tributing point for hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars' worth of valuable 
commodities which are illicitly intro- 
duced into the neighboring countries 
by way of all the seaports between 
New York and Quebec. Opium, fine 
perfumes, costly wines and liquors, 
French silks and similar goods are 
smuggled into New England by the 
United States fishing vessels which 
touch at St. Pierre on their way nome 
from the fishing banks. 


Cheap brandies aad light wines are 


carried up the St. Lawrence and dis- 
tributed among ali the French-Cana- 
dian villages on the coast line of Que- 
bec province. Tobacco, sugar, liquors 
and fishing gear are traded with the 
Newfoundland fishermen for bait nr 
for help in handling the cod, and the 
xtent of the illegitimate traffic with 
the English-speaking countries is enor- 
mous. 
There are merchants in St. 


Pierre, reputed fishery outfitters, who 
are millionaires, but they have made 
their fortunes out of smuggling and 
not by their recognized pursuit. I he 
fishery from St. Pierre does not pay 
of itself nowadays; it is the smuggling 
which gives the trader his profits. 


St. Pierre stands for the whole group 


—Miquelon, Langley and the other is- 
lets. The town which fronts the only 
harbor, holds 80 percent of the total 
population. 
Four hundred craft of 


different rigs hail from it, osteasibly 
fishing vessels. Probably 80 are smug- 
glers. St. Pierre is the haven for 
which everj- defaulter in North Amer- 
ica makes. The laws are lax and no- 
body worries over a black sheep more 
or less. Agents of other powers are 
not encouraged there. 
The French 


government will not permit a British 
consul on the Islet; an agent of the 
Newfoundland 
administration 
was 


hunted out of the place at tne risk of 
his life; Canada is unable to secure 
recognition for a commercial agent; a 
former American consular aid became 
a ring-leader in the smuggling scan- 
dals and used his official papers and 
seals to assist in perpetrating huge 
frauds upon his own government. A 
man with any fine sense of business 
honor, is distinctly not wanted among 
the contrabands of St_ Pierre. 


Until a-, few years ago there was. a 


regular "smuggling syndicate" operat- 
ing between St. John's and St. Pierre- 
It had members in the Miquelon as- 
sembly and in t'-e Newfoundland leg- 
islature. Its forts was smuggling "St. 
Peter's rum" and plug tobacco into 
our island. Tie saloon keepers at St. 
John's were so plentifully stocked with 
this liquor that legitimate imports al- 
most ceased. 
Strange tobacoo was 


vended in every hamlet and nobody 
knew how it got there. One of tne 
most thriving sections of the New- 
foundland coast, with 10,000 prosper- 
ous residents, did not pay enough rev- 
enues to meet the cost of the customs 
staff maintained taere. 


Eventually suspicion became a cer- 


tainty, the authorities organized a cru- 
sade and most momentous happc lings 
ensued. The whole scardal was ex- 
posed in the courts, and the veaeer 
of respectability was tc-a from many 
a participator in these dishonest prac- 
tices. Consternation reigned among 
the offenders and several had to fly 
the country. The back of the syndi- 
cate was broken and it was com- 
pelled to abandon organized 
opera- 


tions in Newfoundland. 


It continues, however, to maintain 


a most effective traffic with Canada 
and the United States. 
Newfound- 


land enjoys the advantage that St. 
Pierre lies only 10 miles off its south- 
ern coast and its revenue cruisers 
can wait in the offing and watch every 
vessel that enters or leaves; but nei- 
ther Canada nor the United States is 
so favored and to cope with the smug- 
gling is therefore more difficult for 
them. 
The smuggler chiefs at St. 


Pierre purchase worthless oM schoon- 
ers tor the St. Lawrence trade. These 
are loaded with liquors, with, a sprink- 
ling of codfish on top. Each Teasel 


has two raits of Mil*, of a adzed kin*, 
by means of which the watchful Caaa* 
dian cruisers are deceived. 
The 


schooner may today, on leaving St. 
Pierre, show two masts with white 
sails. Tomorrow, in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, she may di&play a black 
and a brown. salL A day later, off the 
Gaspe coast, her whole spread of can- 
vas may be altered again. 


HARD FOR CRIMJNALS TO 


The cargoes are *Tua" in the little 


villages along the Quebec coast, and 
where one craft is caught six escape. 
If fortune fails, the vessel is too poor 
to fetch much when sold after confis- 
cation, and aa agent of the syndicate 
buys her in again. The immense pro- 
fit on the cargoes compensate for an 
occasional loss. 
The spirit 
which 


forms the base of concoctions sold to 
tae Quebeckers can be bought in St. 
Pierre for Cu cents a gallon. It is doc- 
tored with fusel oil, noxious drugs, 
coloring matter and rain water (the 
best dilutant), and is sold for 53.50 a 
gallon to those for whom it is destined. 
It is vile stuff, but it maJdens the vol- 
atile French-Canadians and they like 
it. Canada's revenue loses about $250.- 
000 a year in consequence. 


For Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 


and New England the proceedings are 
not so barefaced. Some sort of secrecy 
is observed. False bulkheads and se- 
cret compartments are provided in the 
smuggling 
craft, 
and 
these 
are 


crammed with more costly commodi- 
ties than go up the St. Lawrence. 
When a customs detective in any At- 
lantic seaport suspects a Pierrois craft 
he goes through her from truck to 
keelson, prying into fish casks, boring 
through bulkheads, removing her in- 
ner skin and overturning things gen- 
erally, and not often is he disappoint- 
ed. 


The United States government was 


defrauded by an ingenious and com- 
plicated swindle a few years ago. The 
syndicate bought large stocks of corn 
spirit (a fiery intoxicant) In Illinois, 
had it railed to Boston and there load- 
ed in bond on vessels for St. Pierre. 
These vessels on nearing Miquelon 
were awaited by a tug* containing a 
dishonest United States consular offi- 
cial in league with the smugglers. He 
would give the captain of the laden 
vessel fraudulent certificates that the 
cargo 
was unloaded in St. Pierre. 


Then it would be transferred to wait- 
ing smuggling craft to'be carried di- 
?ectly up the St. Lawrence, never ap- 
proaching St. Pierre. 


The United States government was 


thus made a party to a big swindle 
and the Pierrois government was also 
defrauded of its duties on the import, 
the smugglers circumventing all con- 
cerned. However, the fraud was too 
palpable to be continued indefinitely 
and the exposure which came in time 
was followed by a general exodus of 
those concerned in it. 
The United 


States government, to prove aa unas- 
sailable case, had a detective accom- 
pany one shipment of this stuff from 
its starting 
point to 
Miquelon. He 


served as brakeman on the train and 
a deckhand on the schooner, and he 
saw the casks transhipped to 
the 


smugglers' craft, after which he ex- 
posed the whole transaction.

And the public generally be- 
lieve it to mean red. land or land of 
red men, etc.

It would appear to be very easy 
in that whirlpool of humanity for a 
man to secrete himself, lie low. wait 
until the affair blew over and then seek 
safety in flight and oblivion in some 
distant part of the country- To a 
stranger it would seem that a man 
could be entirely lost from observation 
in New York, w iiere one does not know 
the residents of his own apartment 
house, or e\en those on the same floor 
with him. much less the people upon 
the block. 


"The • wo great reasons why such an. 


escape is not made by the culprit lie 
in his lack of nerve, once blood has 
been shed by him, and from the fur- 
ther fact that we all have our little 
worlds in. which we live, and when a 
stranger comes over the threshold 
thereof we at once detect his presence. 
"Thus, while a man who Ziad cor" "> it 
ted a crime in a iarge city would think 
himself safe in some small town or 
village, he becomes, on tae con rarv. 
immediately an object of suspicion on 
the part of the residents, who, though, 
strangers to him, are known to one 
another. Until this suspicion is cleared 
up he is a marked man. and being a 
stranger, he is as readily picked out as 
a man In a uniform upon a city s *eeU 


"But in a great city, you say, h« 


would be safe. A great city .s simply 
an aggregation of 
little worlds to 


which I refer. If a man comes to a 
lodging house or a boarding house or 
to a hotel in any quarter of town, if 
he is not as he represents himself to b«i 
his real identity is soon discoveie<&, 
The same is true If we go into the low- 
er strata of city life, in each little 
world he shows himself to its inhabi- 
tants to be a stranger, and the suspi- 
cion I speak of attaches at once to a 
greater or lesser degree. 


"And thus are 'clues* given to the po- 


lice. The stranger is discovered and 
reported directly or indirectly. He Is 
not one of the regular frogs in that 
particular pond in which he thought 
he would be secure from those from 
whom he has fled. It is really astonish- 
ing how quickly a man is detected out 
of his regular environment and sphere, 
and the first thought of a man who has 
committed a crime is to get out of his 
regular environment and into a new 
and unfamiliar one to him. 


''A criminal who seeks the environ- 


ment of a tramp, as in several recent 
notable cases, is detected by the men 
whom he tries to simulate just as read- 
ily as a man in the lower walks of life 
who commits a crime, obtains money 
and seeks to float in an atmosphere to 
which he is not used. These men be- 
tray themselves, and are caught, and 
because of this trait of human nature 
showing itself over and over again, the 
police are able to lay their hands so 
quickly upon offenders. 
They have 


learned where to look for their game. 
Like the hunted wild animal, they run 
in the same paths where pursued, and 
are quickly brought to bay or shot 
down. 


"Each year the catching of offenders 


of all degrees against the law is being 
worked down to a fixed scienctt The 
chances of a man escaping after com- 
mitting a crime have been greatly re- 
duced during the past decade, and with 
each ensuing decade they will be still 
lessened."—Washington Evening Star. 


A Balloon Wltli a K>el. 


A paper was read recently before 


the Paris Academy of Sciences by M. 
Torres dealing with a project for a 
navigable balloon with an interiorkeel. 
The idea contained in this project im 
very similar in general principle to that 
underlying M. Severo's ill-fated ma- 
chine, namely, to bring all the forces 
acting on the balloon into the same 
horizontal line, with a view of minimi- 
zing pitching. Accordingly, M. Torres 
proposes a balloon with several com- 
partments, containing a central beam 
suspended in its interior, ana forming, 
with its attachments, a rigid internal 
keel. The propeller will then be at- 
tached at the end of this beam, and the 
car, whict. is to be reduced to the 
smallest possible dimensions, will be 
close up to the balloon.

ers that open only at night. Now this 


j is not the result of chance. Thsse flow- 
ers depend on certain Insects for fer- 
tilization and they open, when those 
particular insects are on the wing. 


Flowers sometimes act as if they 


were endowed with human Intelligence. 
Cur a spray of laurel from outside ant 
put it into water in your house. Now 
you will find that the flowers will last 
longer in the house than those on the 
bush from which you cut them. 
It 


seems almost incredible, but It Is true, 
that these flowers last because they 
are waiting for the visits of the insects 
on which they depend for fertilization, 
and from which they have been sep- 
arated by your bringing them ioto the 
house. 


Some tropical orchids last longer In 


our hothouses than they do In their 
natural state for the same reason— they 
are "waiting for natural fertilization.

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Southern Farmers Prosperous 


3y E. P. Powell. 


STUDY of the census will make it very clear that the Southern 
States are developing rapidly in agricultural lines. From 1890 to 
1900 Tennessee increased her farms from 174.000 to 224.0OO. The 
value of her farm products just about doubled. Ths-tfarms of 
Louisiana, in the same time, increased from 69.000 to 115,000. 
The value of her farm property went up from S7C.OOO.OOO in 1SSO, 
to $110,000.000 la 1SSO. and S19S,000,000 in 1900. South Carolina 
gives us S119,000,000 of farm property In 1S90, and $153,000,000 
in 1900. The number of farms reported in 1900 was over five 


times as great as in 1880, and thirty-five per cent, greater than In 1890. Texas 
climbs from 12,000 farms in 1S50, to 42,000 In 1860: and 352,000 In 1900. Every 
census year, except the one following the Civil War, shows a great growth in 
agriculture. With all the rest, these States report a decided gain in the way 
of Intensive farming, and a variety of crops. Perhaps the most astonishing 
progress in the way of agriculture has been made by Oklahoma. ilany of the 
counties show a three-fold increase over the farm values of ten years ago. 
There Is a great decrease in tenant farming in proportion to freeholding. Of the 
total number of farms five per cent are operated by colored farmers. Of the 
white farmers seventy-eight per cent, own all or a part of the land that thej 
operate; and about the same percentage holds good for the colored farmers. 
The average gross income per acre for farms under three acres Is *118.5q; 
'or those of three to nine acres, $18.78; for farms of ten to nineteen acre, „ " 
slO.13; for farms of twenty to forty-nine acres, $5.47; for farms of fifty t,~ 
LOO. acres, $4.02; for farms of 100 to 175 acres, §2.91. Here is a lesson for you. - - 
Small farming pays enormously over large farming—and this after allowing 
'or the fact that small farms are generally located nearer markets. The same 
"act holds good in other States.
